The gale, reaching 
a velocity of nearly seventy miles 
an hour, swept the streets clear, un- 
roofed Ihiuucs, tore (l«'l;irli.'il small 
Htructures from their foundutious, 
wrecked one oftce buildinK, over- 
turikild wagona 'and carriages in the 
streeta 'and awept Waahiagton's 
hundred parks, tearing huge 
branches from treee and even up- 
root in old elma, the landmarka of 
a century. 

Washington's well-kept streets, 
with their wealth of trees, were 
flittered with broken foliage, roofa, 
debris and dead birda, as If a play- 
ful Riant had carelessly swished his 
club up and down the city. 

As the wind wreaked its liavoc 
the rnin came, and in live minutes 
the temperature from the 100 mark 
dropped to between (0 and 7Q. 
Then the rain tttraad to h»U, and 
hail Btonea battered on reofk aind 
crashed through akyllghta and win- 
dows. 

For half an hour the elty cower-

storm, every activity suspended.

The Weather lUireaii said tlial i 
I the stonni was n pnrelv local heat 
I disturbanc over the ctty. anJ that 
its path covered only a few miles. 
The ofllc*a' records gave the aver- 
age veloeity of the wind aa flfty- 
four miles, although at times it 
reached sixty-six mllee an hour.
